GROOM OF 19 ^LEGION PLANS MONSTER 
DAYS KILLED 
ARMISTICE DAY PROGRAM

Slain Man’s Wife Is 
Cousin Of Edmund 
Thomas Who At­ 
tended Wedding. 


Answering his father’s appeal for 
help, when three negroes broke into 
his bedroom above Kiopp and Kal- 
bach’s store, four miles frorm Robe­ 
sonia, early Friday morning, Jonathan 
Klopp, bridegroom of nineteen days, 
was shot through the heart and died 
instantly. 
Young Klopp was married on Sep­ 
tember 6 to Miss Esther Wells Ent­ 
wine, of Chester, at the home of the 
bride. 
The bride is a cousin of Ed­ 
mund W. Thomas, Lincoln avenue, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas and family at­ 
tended the ceremony. 
After a wed­ 
ding trip, the Klopp’s took up their 
residence near Robesonia, where the 
1 fide groom had been 
assisting 
his 
father in the conduct of his business, 
a large creamery and implement store. 
Negroes Escape 
After the fatal shooting, the elder 
Mr. Klopp and another son, Stanley, 
chased the negroes who fled from the 
house and escaped. 
Several shots 
were fired by the father and son at 
th** fugitives, but it is not known 
whether any took effect. 
County authorities and State police 
here and in neighboring counties were 
notified of the murder and are work­ 
ing on the case. 
Sergeant A. F. 
Dahlstroin and Private Alfred Hughes 
and Constable Charles 
Wilson 
pa­ 
trolled roads near Gettysburg Friday, 
but their search was futile. 
About IO o’clock, Thursday night, 3 
negroes entered the store and one of 
them purchased three cigars. 
Dol­ 
phin Klopp, the father of the dead 
man and one of 
the 
proprietors, 
closed the store shortly afterward. 
Break Into Store 
Early Friday morning the negroes 
broke into the store. 
They outfitted 
them solves with new coats from the 
stock, and 
ransacked 
shelves 
and 
drawers. 
Not finding a large 
sup­ 
ply of money in the room, they made 
their way through the house and en­ 
ter ed Mr. Klopp’s bedroom. 
They awakened Mr. Klopp, 
and 
demanded that he give them all the 
money he had. 
Mrs. Klopp 
was 
awakened bv the talking, 
but was 
too scared to utter a sound. 
Mr. 
Klopp, realizing that 
they 
meant 
business, called 
his 
son, Jonathan, 
who was sleeping on the same floor. 
According to a statement made 
by 
his widow this morning, her husband 
jumped out of bcd and ran to his 
father's room. 
Just as he entered 
the door, one of the negroes turned, 
and without warning, fired at him. 
He dropped to the floor and physi­ 
cians declared that he died instantly. 
The other son, Stanley, not hear­ 
ing the father appeal for help, 
but 
aroused by the shot, dashed from his 
bedroom just as the negroes 
were 
fleeing down the steps. 
He and his 
father gave chase and fired 
several 
hots after tho men, who escaped in 
the darkness. 
Find Discarded Coats 
investigating the damage done 
in 
the store by the negroes. Mr. Klopp 
found the three coats discarded 
by 
the burglars. 
In a pocket of one of 
the coats he found the three 
cigars 
purchased by the men a few hours be­ 
fore. 
In a few seco.uls 
that 
elapsed' 
from the time the negroes made the 
demand of Mr. Klopp until they shot 
his son, he was unable to identify the 
men. 
Authorities say that with the 
foals in their possession they believe 
they have a clue that will 
lead 
to 
their apprehension 
within

few 
hours.

Mexico City—(Mexican 
sportsmen, 
in their fight to preserve the country’s 
diminishing flocks of ducks from pot­ 
hunters, who hundreds of times yearly 
slaughter as high as 2,000 birds at a 
single discharge of their “armadas,” 
have again lost. 
Publication of the 
1024 hunting regulations by the Fish ; 
and Game Bureau of the Department ; 
of Agriculture shows that the hunt­ 
ing of wild duck by means of “ar­ 
madas,” or great batteries of shotguns . 
will be permitted from November I to ; 
February 30. 
While only two shots ; 
a week from each “armada” are per­ 
mitted, this is considered a minimum 
restriction as the fowl will not return 
to the same lake in sufficient numbers 
to make the firing of more than two 
armadas a week profitable. 
Throughout the valley of Mexico 
are scores of shallow lakes where 
every variety of duck that summers 
in the United States and Canada can 
be found during the winter. 
Dotting 
the shores of these lakes are Indian 
villages whose inhabitants eke out a ; SSE 
precarious existence during the sum-1 == 
mer by cultivating their patches 
of m 
corn and beans, but who live easy dur- j E= 
ing the 
winter by means of

By giving from 1/3 to 1 == 
1/2 of their spoils to the owners of the 
lands in which the lakes are situated 
they are able to secure permission to 
make enormous bags. 
Some of the 
landowners, it is estimated, receive as ; 
much as 30,000 pesos a year as their 
share. 
Sportsmen who have shot over the I 
greater part of the valley declare that 
not less than 50 of these “armadas,” ; 
each with an average of 150 barrels, < 
a week for 
four months each year and, with hun- j 
dreds of ducks to an average hag, tho j 
total number slaughtered each winter 
reaches a staggering figure. 
In placing their batteries, the In­ 
dians throw up a low breastwork of 
mud and plants at a strategic point in 
one of the shallow lakes and imbed in 
the ramparts as high as 200 barrels of 
all kinds, ranging 
from

ancient shotguns , to blunderbusses. 
These are loaded with black powder 
and all sorts of missiles and their 
touchholes connected by a train of 
powder to an old flintlock which is 
discharged by means of a string from 
the marksman’s hiding place.

Paint for Cardboard Panels 
and Coils 
An insulating paint, which has been 
found serviceable for painting cardboard 
panels and coils in radio work, can be 
made by anyone at practically no cost. A 
pint of denatured alcohol is obtained, and 
aa old phonograph record, which is 
broken up into many small pieces, is 
dropped into the alcohol. Tins can be 
done be*t in a fruit jar. 
The cap is 
screwed down tightly and the mixture al­ 
lowed to stand for a few days until the 
pieces of record have been thoroughly 
dissolved. The mixture is stirred well be­ 
fore it is used and is applied with a brush. 
The work must be done fast, as tile paint 
dries rapidly, leaving - black film on the 
surface.
